Washington. Feb. 23.—Representa- 


tive Mann of Illinois introduced a bill 
repealing section S of the tariff act of 
1897 under which the president is em- 
powered to Ifcvy additional duty on 
imports receiving a bounty from for- 
eign governments equal to the amount 
of the bounty paid. It is under the 
operation of section 5 that a duty was 
recently imposed on Russian sugar 
equal to the bounty paid on this 
sugar. Mr. Mann's resolution was re- 
ferred to the • -ways and means com- 
mittee. 


War Revenue Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The conferees 


on the war revenue reduction bill let 
the fact be known that the danger o£ 
the failure of the bill had gone by and 
that an agreement was being brought 
about slowly.

At the same time the 
quartermaster oa duty sounded the 
signal for fire drill, and within five 
minutes all the men were at their 
stations. There was no way of know- 
ing the extent of the damage to the 
vessel, as she remained on an even 
keel for 15 minutes after striking the 
roclc. But Captain Ward, -with, the in- 
stinct of long experience, knew the 
gravest danger threatened 200 souls 
in his charge, and, pacing the deck, 
he gave orders to lower the lifeboats 
and rafts. 


THere was not much confusion until, 


15 minutes after striking, the yow of 
the vessel stiddanly plunged under 
•water. Then there v:as a vrtld rush 
for the boats. Two boats had already- 
been lowered and others were getting 
away as rapid!;/ as the trained discip- 
cine of the crew could prepare thesi. 
A thick fog enveloped everything, and 
as y«t no sign had coir.c from tho life- 
savirg stations. Darkness v^-as ail 
about, and with this added horror the 
people on the Rio had to cope.

boat got clear of the vessel without 
damage. 


Another boat, containing Third OJ5- 


cer Holland and J. K. Carpenter, sot 
away, bat was drifted around close up 
tinder the bow of the steamer. As the 
forward end of the vessel plunged, 
downward the prow caught the small 
boat and cut it in two. Carpenter was 
picked up by the other boat. The fate 
of Holland is not known, but he is 
supposed to have perished. 


A number of Italian fishermen who 


were just starting out saw the sinking 
of the Rio and hastened to give all tho 
assistance in their power.

Directing the Passengers 


and trying to keep them from panic. 
He succeeded only partly, as many of 
the terrified people rushed to the rail- 
ings and jumped overboard. Some of 
these were picked up, others were 
drowned. The Chinese crew, to the 
number of over 100, were terrorized.

(Jroam not 10 fill up space, but because 
it all seemed so real and I don't dream 
very often as doing such duty as we 
have been doing tabes all the dreams 
out of a fellow and I sleep sound as a 
log. but awake at the lightest touch 
of a hand. This comes from being 
woke up when off guard by the cor- 
poral to so oo post. 


Your letter found me in the best of 


health and hnve- an appetite like a 
horse, as 1 hope this letter \viil find 
you. 


i wcnuer what you are doing tonight. 


oJ course thsre are eleven hours dif- 
ference in Lime Ivjtv/c-sn hero an-! the 
L'nited States. 
You are about just 


.sitting down to iircakfast ,th-e break- 
fast we ate this rooming, of course, 
not th<? same iood wo had. but the 
food you Itnow so well hrw cO cook. 


I expect you would like to know 


how Ispent Christmas and New Years. 
We had a good dinn r. Christmas, con- 
Bistins °£ chicken, dressing, bread w.<l 
tuit.ter, cofies an<t plumduff, and we 
were given a .supper by a rich China- 
man in Takvi, who runs a restaurant, 
to show us that he appreciated our 
kindness in protecting him from the 
Germans:, .French, Russian and other 
nationalit'cs. 


Many is the night, that a snimd of. 


men went down by his place'vto- quell 
a disturbance in the resta.isra.iii. • 


The supper was ?fcrrcd in Buropear 


style and the coolies that waited on 
us were as polite ns pie. After tho 
sui'pcr he passed the clears around 
and the boys gave him three rousing 
cheers'and a tiger. Of course it was 
the r's~ht thing for him 
to do, 
but 


every Chinaman would net have done- 
it, for we had practically made a rich 
man of him. He charges 35 cents for a 
mc-a! and that is mure than he ever 
got for such ir-ials as he jnit<? up, be- 
fore we came, arid; th« cheap prices 
that he paid for the for.d that he sold, 
for.instance, you buy eggs for 50 cents 
per hundred and rabbits 5 cents each 
and fish for one oouar, enough for the 
whole companj'. "*e had a bad night 
on New Years eve for everybody wa- 
nut. shooting the old year out and the 
new year in, except the Americans. 
I actually thought tLe T-!oxera were at 
tackiiiii us, till the thought struck n.e 
that It was New Years' ov<?. It sound- 
ed worse than a regular battle an' I 
expected the other nationalities would 
open up with' their ;gatiing guns, and 
they did not shoot blank cartridges 
either but balls and for an hour things 
were pretty .'lively.' i received your 
Christmas gifts and thank you all for 
them. I really .appreciate them 
as 


they are so useful and :I don't know 
what I• would do without them.

soldiers. I will tell you about it in 
my next letter, ivhen I liave a program 
but that supper \vill remain fixed in 
my mind til* I am old and gray. 
I al- 


most forgot to tell you about my trip 
to Tien Tsin \vitli wood on the Chinese 
junk before the river froze up. About 
4 o'clock on the 12th of November 1 
\vji.s pulled out of a nice sleep u:u! or- 
dered to go for dcitached service with 
four men tc Tien Tain in ehi'.rge of 
wcod. 
\Ye tlrow ten days rations of 


hurd-tack, coffee, bacon, and sugar 
and taking our bedding, one hundred 
rounds of ammunition and rifles, we 
started. We sot on our junks and 
tried to get thorn started but the ivina 
was against us, and being nearly up- 
set inU> tbe Pi-Ho, by the big waves, 
\vo ccnciuded to MSt in Tonku for tho 
night. The next morning we started 
up the river, rbc Coolies pulliag tbo 
junks by ropes 
along 
the 
shore. 


About 10 o'clock 
we 
stopped 
be- 


cause the wind and tide was against 
us and had our dinner. We could not do 
any more work that day. so we went 
to b?d and slept all But one. and he 
vus tiie cause of it all. "as the song 
says." 
This 
man. 
Considimli 
got 


drunk on some 
Chinese whiskey, 


(Samswey) and about 5 o'clock he 
started the junks up the river. The 
wind being1 behind 'us we made good 
headway, and we being on ;uc large 
junks woke up next 
morning 
and 


found about 17 of our boats were out 
of sight, there being 29 in all. 
TUi-s 


man (Concidini) got scared as I did 
and for once I wished myself buck 
home, for we thought the Chinese had 
sailed up some branch of the river and 
sell the wcoil, not. thinking o£ three 
Fifteenth men being with us. Well 
for two days ConsidincH and I walked 
up the river, cut across lots, some 
times sinking up to our waist in th" 
mud and slime, for it was just cole 
7, 


enough to froezo a crust, and when we 
stopped on it we went down and had 
to crawl out on our stomachs and then 
the wind just cut us 
tlirough 
and 


though, and we were two of the most 
•niserable of. soldier". Tl-e tuiicl day 
we divided up the rations and 1 got 
on one of the lightest junks and start- 
ed out to cj'lch toe others. Aft?r two 
days of lonely sailing I met one 01 the 
boys of cur company that started three 
days ;xfter us. with some boats loaded 
yith coal. Wall I was never more de- 
lighted to see a white man in all my 
life, for having no company with, me 
but the Chinese and none coisid spealc 
a word of English and. nothing to read. 
Well I found some of your letters in 
my overcoat pocket, I kept reading 
them over and over till I could say 
them over word for- word. 
When I 


met this other hoy, we both went on 
the. same boat and ate supper ant! 
slept together, but we sat up until 
about one o'clock telling stories! We 
were crowded, but slept nice and warm 
and started out before day-break, next 
morning. 
We sp'ent all that day with 


firing at ducks, crows or anything 
that would make any kind of a target. 
We wanted on the bank sind when we 
came to a Chinese village, the -whole 
town would turn out and give ua any- 
thing -we wanted. All we had to do 
was to ask for it and if we offered 
them money they would look Insulted 
and make us put it in our pocket. We 
came across a Chinese woman who 
was scared almost into fits and ran 
Cor the town as fast asiher legs could 
carry her. 
I guess they never saw 


any s.oldiers escept foraging parties 
who useed to loot and take away all 
their cattle and such other valuables, 


as they could find. Well after we 
were sev-en day on the trip, we caught 
up with the other btoats and 1 was re- 
lieved of a load of care and the eighth 
day we arrived in Tien Tsiea arid I 
turned in my papers and waited for 
the rest of the crowd to come up. 


On the tenth day we started back 


for Toku and got *here just iu time 
to get that first box of candy you sent 
me with several papers and two let- 
ters. I was on guard yesterday, came 
off with chills and'fever. 
This morn- 


ing, while laying on my bunk, I heard 
a bullet whizz over my head, and the 
whole company was out seeing who 
had fired, but found it was fired by a 
sailor, who was practicing with his 
rifle, and had a little whiskey in him. 
We see a good many new things over 
here, in fact, we see people of all na- 
tions. Well I will close, as my 
candle burns low and I must be in bed 
before it burns out, so good bye for 
this time.

known in this country as the "long 
ton." 
It will be very easy to adjust 


the papular mind tn the kilogram and 
tonne. 
The dry measure quart and 


liquid measure quart are not exactly 
the same. 
But the metric "litre" ia 


-uuifor,m in size; it corresponds to less 
than a quart (.90S) dry measure, and 
more than a quart (1.05C7) 
liquid 


measure. 
The hectolitre contains a 


hundred litres. It is equal to a little 
IBSS than three bushels C".'a3S) and to 
a trifie more inan ~i> gal'ons (20,418). 
These standards, too. will be easy 
understand and accept. In measuring 
length tho "metre" is the basis, and 
this, it is hardly necessary to say, is 
a little over a 3'ard (39.37 inches). 
The principal subdivisions o" this are 
the "centimetre" and 
"millimetre." 


The former is about 'four-tenths of an 
inch (a hundredth part of a metre), 
and the latter about a twenty-fifth of 
aa inch (a thousandth of a metre). 
Already the centimetre and millimetre 
are extensively . used 
by machinists 


and jowelers, and by scientXlc people 
on this side of the Atlantic. The chief 
multiple of the metre, for long dis- 
tance measurement, is ths "kileTC'tre." 
This is equal to 3.2S1 feet, or about 
three-fifths of a mile. Ten kilometres 
•would be a trifle over six miles, thea. 
This part o£ the system is certainly as 
convenient and intelligible 
as those 


just referred to. The new standards for 
areas do not correspond very closely 
to those with which we are familiar. 
The "centure" is a square metre, or 
a trifie 
over ten and a half 
square 


feet. The "are" is equal to a hundred 
square metres, and the hectare a hun- 
dred times that None of these come 
anywhere near the acre. But It prob- 
ably will not take long to acquire the 
habit of thinking in ares aad hectares.
